In the -5th and 8th of Villiam the Third, there 
was an Act of Parliament obtajin'd, which conſtituted 
A Corporation for Managing the Poor, which was put 
in Execution, and our Poor were taken out of tl 
Hands of the Church-Wardens and Overſeers of t 
reſpective Pariſhes, and managed by the ſaid Corp: 
ration; who erected Work-houſes, and therein try 
Projects for ſome Years on ſeveral Manutacure: 
but at laſt on due Examination, they found themſelve 
conſiderable Looſers thereby; which made then 
lay aſide all thoſe Projecis, and for a confiderab! 
Time there has been no Employment but Pickin 
a little Cakum, which is {candalous Labour tor 


Children, and which they only rob the Aged Poor 


ot, in St. James's and other Out-Parithes : Nor can 


any Work be thought of hitherto for them, by which

e got And tor want of hard Labour to imploy the Peo- 
let ple about in this Work-Horfe, it is now, and I believe 
ich always was, in ſome Meaſure, crowded with Idle, 
t ha Lazy and Lewd People; and I can ſee no way to pre- 
abou vent it, for the Houſe was Purged about Twelve 
Months ſince, with a great deal of Pains and Ri- 
ther cour, and ttis certainly now as ill fill'd again, as 
ituteſ ever, the Lazy and Idle naturally hanging on a Place 
1s pun where there is ho Labour; and then if our Magiſtrates 
tig meet with any Idle Perſons in the Streets, away they 
oft eu tleni to the Mint, as tis phras d, where there i: 
rp neither Labour nor Correction for thein. 
try It is a prodigious Expence that ariles out of this 
crc ol Vork-beuſe Yearly ; little leſs than half the Sum that 
telvelM is Annually rais'd tor our whole Poor, which is 
then 2376 J. 16s. f d. And yet they pretend not to Ac- 
crab! count but for about 170 Souls therein, all which are 
Icking not in the Houſe, but fomeChildren are nurſed abroad,

they give not above 2 5s. per Weck, for any ſo nurs'd, 
when, tis apparent, thoſe People in the Houſe fand 
us in not lets than 3 s. per Week, one with another;

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Doors, or out of the Houſe, comparing Perſons with- 
in, with thoſe without, I mean for Age, &c. have 
not much above one Third part of that Allowance, 
by which Meags ſome of them, that have not other 
Charitable Atliltance, are halt ſtarv'd, and if fo, it 
muſt be 2 very unjuſt Diſtribution of the Money raisd. 

Part of the beforc-mention'd Charge of the Houſe, 
ariſes from large Salaries and Wages to Officers and 
Servants, with a Mauitenance to moſt of them be- 
ſides, which amonnts to a conſiderable Sum. 

Now if the Cafe be thus, how comes it to pls, 
That the bare Name of a 7#-Heouſe will help us 
to maintain our Pooron better Terms than formerly ? 
We muſt now (as then) do it by dint of our Money; 
and I cannot fee how Grardians are better qualified 
to diſpoſe of this, than Churc/-Wardens (who, I thi: 
uſe to pay the Caſual Poor formerly) They mayhap- 
pen to be Men of like Abilitics, but, on the general, 
I preſume, it may paſs in Favour of the Latter, who 
to be fire, have gone through moſt, if not all, Of 
fices in the Pariſh, before they come to that; which 
a great many of the former have not, and ſo ſeem 
to be utter Strangers to ſuch Puſineſs. 

But tlicre ſeems to be one thing that is like to 
puzale us to get over, and which ſeems to ſtick cloſeſt 
with 2 great many judicious Men, who otherwiſe are 
great Enemies to the general Management of this 
Corporation, And this is the taking and breeding up 
poor Children in a Virtuoes Way, as they call i. 
that tormerly usd to lye under Glaſs-houſes, & 
which ſhall be accounted for, as near as I can, a- 
cording to its true Merit. 

Bythe beſt Account I can get, there are Thirty One 
Chiiiren, Male and Female, in (what they call) z/ 
Netten; which, I preſume, will be allow'd, are not 
mute ready or the vertvous Impreſs they deſign them,

Within, let it coſt what it will. If it exceeds the 
preſent Sum, we will chearfully pay our Share; but 
are fully ſatisty'd, the moſt effectual Way for doing 
this, is by every Pariſh's taking to their own Poor, 
and managing them diſtinctly; by which Means 
Strangers and Inmates would be carctully look d after. 
When the Charge comes to aſſect Men more particu- 
Izrly, their Intereſt (a ſacred thing with moſt) would 
oblige them, to be moe careſul and diligent in that 
Point; and thereby we ſhould be likewiſe freed from 
the unneceſſary Expence of that greit Dormituy; for 
I tlunk, for the Future, we ought to call it any thing, 
rather than by the wrong Name of a J/ork-Eorſe. 
And beſides, I take our Caſe to be far different 
jirom moſt, if not all, Cormtry-Pariſkes ; eſpecial!: 
where Cloathing, or any other ſingle Manutactur- 
las brought together a great many Working Peop!: 
J or no ſooner that fails, but they immediately be 
come Chargeable, having no other Imployment therc 
to get a Livelynood by : Whereas in this City. 


there is Diverſity of Labour, to be always had to. 


the Induſtrious, fo that all our able Hands feldom 
need to want Work of one Sort or other, if they 
diligently ſeck it. 

I believe it may be allow d, That the Decay of the 
Stulſf- Trade, has left a tew Weavers Families upon us: 
And perhaps the Misfortunes of the War by Sea, has 
occalion'd a tow Families more to be chargeable. I 
cannot allow very many, I mcan particularly occa- 
tioned by the War; and as for other Accidents at 
Gea, I ſuppoſe thoſe may be allowed to be equal in 
Time of Peace as War. 

Therefore I cannot iind out the Truth of the migh- 
ix Pretences Of iais Kind, fet forth in the late Pgt- 
tions ta the Parliament for raving 7900 J. per pr 
ore Hp uSs. For I fancy, our Occaſions are not ſo 
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great, but that it this Aſſair was put into the Old 
Channel, with a common Induſtry, it might be 
manag'd to the Satisfaction ot the Poor, with a ſinall 
additional Charge; eſpecially after Matters were well 
ſettled. The great Trouble oi reforming this contus'd 
Buſineſs, and ſettling the Poor in their reſpective 
Pariſhes, 1s made uſe of by ſome as an Argument for 
continuing this Corporation, Avery mean one, I 
think; ſor if it be a Diſadvantage, and an Abuſe to 
the Poor and the City in General, twill Savour very 
much of Lazineſs and Imprudence, if we do not en- 
deavour to get into a better Way. For ſuppoſe a 
Travellor had miſtaken Ins Road, and rode 3 or 
Miles before he diſcover'd it, what ſhould we think 
ofthis Man's Reaſon, if immediately on Information, 
he did not endeavour to get into the right Path ? 
For certainly the farther he went on in the wron 
one, the more he would he be bewilder'd. And I 
cannot ſee the mighty Difficulty that would attend 
this Work, if it was ſet about in good earneſt, h 
Perſons fitly Authoriz'd ; part of which, I think, with 
Submiition, ought to be Men that have lately been 
Converſant about the Poor. 

There are ſome other Reaſons IJ have heard in Fa- 
vonr of this Corporation. As 

Virſe, It would occaſion endlefs Diſputes at Law. 
Winch, as to the firſt ſettling of the Poor, I think, is

mate the proper Officer both able and willing, to 
fupply all the neceſſary Wants of the Poor. And 
really I cannot but Wonder, that they ſo tamely 
ſuffer d themſelves to be diveſted of this Power former- 
„ indeed the Intreague was manag d with Privacy, 
ard not ave one of them (if I am rightly inform'd) 
Joyr.'1 hearuly; the reſt that knew of it, were either 
avcrie to it or elſe ſtood Neuter. This was like to 
have nipt it in the Bud; but a Clauſe was gotten 
in the TIiverton Act, vlnich made Matters goe on ſinooth- 
ly for a Seaſon, and they had the Honour left them 
of being perpetual Guardians. I fancy when the 
Great Projeftor had brought all this to bear, it was 
very pleaſing to him, to ſce that he had raiſed a 
conſiderable Government in the City, Independent in 
a great Mcaſure, of the Common Afagiſtrate.

Why then ſhould it be after ? which is very ſtrange ; 
Let thoſe that were Church wardens and Overſeers in 
thoſe Days anſwer tor themſelves; for if True, it was 
very inhuman and Barbarous. 

But totne Point. If we ſurvive this Corporation, 
and continue in our right Minds, we ſhall think at leaſt 
as much Care of this Kind, to be needfu], as is taken 
now, and, I hope, ſomewhat more; I am ſure more 
is very Neceſſary. As to Expence of Phbyjick, no 
lien are {et to that, by a certain Salary. Then 
why might it not be potlible to meet with ſome other 
Men in the Town, not much iuferiour in Knowledpe 
and Integrity, to the Perſon that now engrofles the 
Whole, who would look aftcr any particular Pariſh on 
as eaſy Terms, as 'tis now done? But ſuppoſe the Ex- 
pence in molt Caſes was far greater; ſo as the Care 
was anfwecrable, would it not be Mony ſav'd on the 
General, when Humanly ſpeaking, 4 /ck Perſon 
might ſometimes be brovght pe 3 in a few Days, that, 
now, lyes Lanzuiſhing for Months, or Tears © 

The Surgeons indeed have a certain Salarv, vis 321. 
per Ann. But how welt this auſwers, might be wo- 
tally ſeen by any Perſon, that would give hunfelfthe 
Trouble, of examining into Particulars. Very rarely 
any Cure is made, for it's uſually left to the Manage- 


ment of Raw Servants, by which they are to gain Ex- 


perience; an expenſive Way to ſome of thoſe Poor 


Creatures! But indeed it the Young Men really im- 


prove theniſelves thereby, it may be faid, That rhe 
Rich are Curd at the Expence of the Poor. But it this 
Way is 2pprov'd of, camot every particular Parith 


have its Surzeon at a ccrtzin Salary ?

Then how eaſy 
could we effectually pay theſe Perfons in their own 
Coin; for, but a ſinall Hint would do the Buſineſs ; 
but far be: it from us, even but to think of ſuch a Return.
